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THERE WILL BE A DEFINITE SHORTAGE of Pansy plants this 
Spring. Usually at this time of the year we have on hand about 50% of 


our years crop. As we go to press a scant 15% of the seasons production 
of plants is still available. 


THERE ARE ADEQUATE STOCKS OF SEEDS AVAILABLE. With 
the exception of possibly one or two varieties in our list we believe we 
have adequate supplies of Pansy seeds to meet all reasonable demands 
until the 1948 crop is harvested. 


Because of these facts as stated IT WILL BE MOST ADVISABLE 
for any grower who will need additional Pansy plants for sale during 
March, April and May to plant seeds if at all possible. 


Pansy seeds sown indoors in late December or early January will produce sale- 
able plants by late March and plantings made as late as February Twentieth will 
make good Memorial Day stock if properly handled. It is best to plant in flats, 
transpalnting into other flats, then to cold frames as soon as weather will allow in 
the more severe localities. Transplant directly into coldframes or outdoor beds 
from the seedling fiat in the milder climates. With good culture plants will begin 
showing bloom in about ten weeks after planting.
